Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form wilt not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant gave a brief summary of the claimed invention. Applicant 
then discussed the independent claims and which elements of each claim he felt were taught by the prior art and which 
elements he felt were novel with further clarification by amendment. Following are the portions of the claims the 
applicant felt were novel and the clarification he proposes to incorporate through an amendment. All portions of the 
independent claims not listed are elements which the applicant agreed either Courts et al. or Kunzelman et al. teach 
on. Referring to claim 1 , applicant intends to amend the claim to show that the key within the token is used for 
accessing a server-side storage area containing information regarding the persistent relationship between the end user 
device and server. Referring to claim 7, applicant intends to amend the claim to show that the server extracts valid 
routing info from the URL and then stores said info which can afterwards be accessed by an outbound data stream 
filter. The applicant has also stated that he will further define what an outbound data stream filter is within this claim. 
Referring to claim 10, applicant intends to amend the claim to show that ail cookies are removed from the response 
info and stored in a server side storage area and afterwards updating the URL to indicate removal of cookies. Applicant 
will also amend claim 1 and 12 to correct spelling errors. Examiner stated that the amendment will be reviewed and a 
further search conducted based on the amended claims.
